As to independent claims 1 and 20, a thorough search of relevant prior art of 
record did not disclose, alone or in combination, the dynamic display system or digitally-

detachable manner, both a connection to an electrical power supply located in the case 
and securing of the device in a front location of the case .

Morley discloses a case [backframe] with back-lighting that accepts display 
modules, but fails to render obvious the claimed digitally-controlled, display device with 
a control and management rear part attached to the back of the front part, an electrical 
and mechanical interface being provided on the removable device in order to establish, 
in a detachable manner, both a connection to an electrical power supply located in the 
case and securing of the device in a front location of the case . 



No prior art with proper motivation to combine was found to render obvious the 
design-specific limitations of the device(s) as claimed. 
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Dependent claims are allowed due to their proper dependency upon an allowed 
claim above.
